1. Applicant's amendment, filed 12/08/05, is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 54-55 and 57-59 are pending and allowed. 

3. The drawing filed on 7/1 1/05 is accepted by the Examiner. 

4. The drawing filed on 12/8/05 is objected to because it is provided as an "Exhibit" but 
labeled as "REPLACEMENT SHEET". Correction is required. 

5. The "Sequence listing" filed 12/8/05 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is 
not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 



The "Sequence listing" filed on 12/8/05 introduces new matter that is a departure fi-om 
the specification and the claims as originally filed. Applicant points out the correct figure 
5, including the entire sequence of SEQ ID NO: 11, was included as Figure 2, in U.S. 
Provisional Patent Application Serial No. 60/066,364 filed on November 21,1997, the 
entire disclosure of which was indeed incorporated by reference into the present 
application at the time of filing. However, Figure 5 depicts nucleic acid position No. 
1306 as C, while the "Sequence listing" depicts SEQ ID NO: 1 1 nucleic acid 1306 as A. 
Since Figure 2 of the US. Provisional patent 60/066,364 was used to provide support for 
the entire sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 1 set forth in instant Fig. 5 filed 7/1 1/05, then the 
"Sequence listing" introduces a new matter to the disclosure.
